Utah. 


The first wedding to occur in 
Millinocket was that of Miss Em¬ 
ma E. Merry and Edward Wyman, 
which occurred Saturday evening.

The Navy Department continues 
its tests of the Marconi system of 
Wireless telegraphy. The demon¬ 
strations are being made on the 
flagship New’ York and the battle¬ 
ship Massachusetts, in the North 
River, New York. The ships lay 
440 feet apart and the demonstra¬ 
tion was one of speedy accuracy. 
Code messages using both the navy 
and the international Morse codes 
were sent, besides numbers and 
figures selected at random. The 
largest continuous message was a 
newspaper article of two hundred 
words. In all, there were six dem¬ 
onstrations and the work continu¬ 
ed with intervals of preparation 
for about two hours. Another at¬ 
tempt will be made very Soon, If 
successful, it will prove how valu¬ 
able the system would be during a 
naval engagement or while a fleet 
is blockading an enemy’s coast, 
During the long distance tests the 
great guns of the warships will be 
discharged as a further test. 







The Kennebec Journal recalls 
the fact that it was but 106 years 
ago that the first carriage appear¬ 
ed in Augusta. They were spoken 
of then as the pleasure carriages. 
Judge North and William Brooks 
had each a chaise in 1793, while 
others appeared several years 
later.

But treaties cannot 
be made and unmade at will, nor 
International obligations laid 
down because they are burden¬ 
some. It does not matter what 
were your views on the previous 
question of annexation; the only 
question to-day open to you is 
this: The United Stales having 
taken the Philippine Islands from 
Spain, what shall be' done with 
them?—From Review of Reviews 
for November.
